Lonf. Pine, Cal., April 17.—la It never go­ 
ing to rcane, I wonder? Night befur J last we 
bad It; then all dajr jenterriay, with more or 
lens intensity, ut short intervalt; then last 
night, violent enough to sliuttor my dreams 
and destroy my dum ber!; and to-day the shak­ 
ing continue*, und tho now monotonous "Did 
you feel that?" La heard every fifteen or twen­ 
ty minutes, 
Ti? lie Mire. the shakes are not us 
sharp as those felt here u win k or two ago, 
but they have strength enough, each one of 
them, I fancy, to knock dow n an adobe house, 
or even u brick structure. 
What is moat re­ 
markable is that tie* shocks un longer come 
with a w ave-like roll, but Ute rapid and semi­ 
circular, appearing to commence at one corner 
of tile house and lo end at thai diagonally op- 
INudie, desctibiug a dcmi-circk; 
in 
their 
course. 
I urn growing tired, even to surfeit, of earth­ 
quake shocks. 
A few may lie wall enough in 
their way, but a score of sharp ones is obvi­ 
ously too many for un every day evpeiieiice. 
It id not astonishing thai i>eople are commenc­ 
ing to predict Hint the whole valley will sink 
aud give place to un immense inland sea.— 
There is n tradition, you kuow, among the In­ 
dian dwellers of the valley, handed dow n to 
them from their forefathers, that what is now 
Owen's River Valley was once, at one very 
distant period, it va-t cheet of water; bul un 
earthquake hading five days in the recurrence 
of its shocks, occurred, and lite waler disap­ 
peared, leaving the dry land bared lo view 
which is now this valley. 
The surface of Ute valley gives numerous 
evidences of having been ouce washed by wa 
tor, Rte land, iu places where no vegetation 
has grown, showing smooth and cracked up 
as do the dry beds of extiuot water courses, 
and ahells hav ing been found where they were 
probably deposited by no human band.-. 
Tin 
continued aud iucessuut shocks certainly iu 
spire one with dread, and with gloomy fore­ 
bodings that the Indian prophecy that the val 
ley will be restored to its aqueous condition 
may lie verified at an unexpected moment. 
Certainly the disturbance in the bowels of the 
earth must he of extraordinary violence to 
maintain such intensity in its manifestations 
for so long a period, 
ll is more than three 
weeks ainee the great shock, and yet the vt 
hnvtious continue with undiminished frequency 
and unabated vigor. 
Plainly, I should not bo 
aurprised ii a considerable deluge of water, 
Inundating the entire valley, aas the culmina 
lion of this Uemoustraliou of nature. 
As it 
Is, the whole face of the valley is changed. 
I 
rode to-day over a meadow which formerly 
sk>|»ed in an easy grade from the near foot 
bills, i|o thai a wagon could drive up the grade 
without tho slightest inconvenience. 
One of the eflecls of the earthquake is the 
complete sinking in of some ten acres or so of 
Ibis meadow, reaching lo the top of the in­ 
closing fence of the field in several places. So 
deep is Ilia water at this place that it cannot 
he forded, and I was compelled to swim my 
horse across, 
lo tile same field, aud at the 
very heel almost of Ute hill, the meadow has 
literally s|iiit in two, one part sinking some 
twelve feet, and the other—that near the hills 
—being elevated in a proportionate measure. I same. 
The covering of the earth here, show ing a I Fowl 
thickness of over a foot, bangs over the edge 
of the elevated part, much as the edges of a 
table-cloth depend front the table. 
Similur 
phenomena is observable all over Ute valley. 
In places vast Bundlers of fissures are observa­ 
ble. 
I traced one, on horseback, from the 
app..rent point of its inception, some four or 
live miles southeast of the town, u distance of 
perlm|is eight miles. 
This crack runs aloug 
the Imam* of tho hills in some places, and in 
others straight up their sides and over (heir 
apices to the next hill, and so on through lite 
range. 
In other places the reams ar* iusigtd- 
Beant in width, but apparently wi'hout end in 
n u m b er.

“Indeed I can,” said Mr. Thompson. "W hat 
will you have?”

Thompson enumerated several 
kinds of 
wine, whiskey , and French brandy, commend­ 
ing the lust as very superior. 
Poe chose brandy.

Progress in District Schools. 
Dr. Van Santvor l, 0 nnmissionerof District 
No. I, has nearly completed his first visitation 
of the schools in this district 
The number of 
districts in the whole Commissioner District, 
composed of the towns of Kingston, .Sauger­ 
ties and Hurley, is forty-five. 
Of this number 
Saugerties has twenty-three, Kingston four­ 
teen, aud Hurley nine. 
While several of tin* 
country districts show but little progress, as 
reflects either Hie standard of education or 
the character and accommo lotions of their 
gchool-houses, there is n marked improve­ 
ment, in the latter respects at lenat, to lie wen 
iii several of Hie more populous districts.— 
Kingston has, as it should have, the largest 
schools, and shows, as it should show, the 
most enterprise in the buildings erected for its 
children. 
Tile school bouse of No. 7, Ron­ 
dout, is the finest of the kind in the country, 
as well in up|iearancc us in adaption, and the 
school L gaining a record worthy of the spa­ 
cious house that holds it. 
The new school­ 
house of No. IL Kingston, soon to be opened, 
is a structure of kindred character, and will 
furnish accommodations aud school advan­ 
tages far in advance of those heretofore enjoy­ 
ed in the district. 
In Saugerties village, Dis­ 
trict No. 21, has ere:te l a substantial, neat 
and commodious school house, having three 
depart merits, ut a cost of seven or eight thous­ 
and dollars. 
District No. IU in the same vil­ 
lage will probably soon build a new school 
house adapted to the wants of a large and vig­ 
orous district. 
District No. 4, situated near 
the Plattekill church, is promising to enlarger 
if not rebuild its school house. 
District No. 
9 has a new and roomy school house at Glas­ 
co; so has district No. 23 at (J i irryVille, an i 
District No. ll, at Maiden, the last costing 
five thousand dollars. 
All three have been 
built within a year or two, and all have a *•*(»- 
aralo department for primary classes. 
Old 
Hurley, moreover, district No. 4, bas resolved 
to reimxlul or rebuild its school house, mid 
will soon furnish to its children room und con­ 
venience* greatly 8U|*erior to any heretofore 
enjoyed. 
It Is pleasant to rec and rec ml these evi­ 
dences of interest taken by the communities 
referred to, in the well-being of their schools 
and of the children attending Diem. 
Tile 
character of a community is indexed by the 
character of Hie schools maintained in it. 
As 
intelligence spreads among a people, schools 
will tie sure to improve as well in solid quali­ 
ties as in those which please the eye and the 
taste. 
We hope to note other evidences of 
progress in the common schools of our com­ 
munity. and to find them, ere long, iiehind 
those of no other county, in all the elements 
that give the contineu school its highest effi­ 
ciency and success, as an education of the 
people.

The Kingston Schools. 
To t h e E ditor ok t h e Daily F rebm a m: 
Anonymous 
newspaper communications, 
especially when dictated by a spirit of un­ 
friendly criticism, are most decidedly objec­ 
tionable and should receive no encouragement 
from so respectable a sheet as that of the 
“ Freem an." 
But when the object aimed at 
is the correction of abuses or public enlighten­ 
ment on any subject, the daily palier becomes 
a very valuable medium of communication, 
and the writer of well-timed newspaper articles 
may lieeome a public benefactor. 
I am by profession, Mr. Editor, as you may 
know, a teacher; having commenced my ca­ 
reer as such in tile town of Saugerties thirty 
years ago and having linen engaged iii the 
business without intermission during that pe­ 
riod, with Hie exception of two years. 
Fifteen 
years of the time idiove referred to have boon 
spent iii the city, and the balance iii the coun­ 
try. six years us Superintendent. 
You will agree with me thai I ought (luring 
this time to have learned “ quite some " iii re­ 
gard to schools. 
One who has spent so many 
years at tho same busine", nnd has always 
striven to get at Hie liwt met ho M, ought to 
have learned whether graded or ungraded 
schools are to Im* preferred, and whethet ft 
Superintendent placed over several large 
schools will be aide to promote more or less 
efficiency in those schools than a competent 
principal, who is virtually a Superintendent, 
who shall have the entire charge and be 
present at the school every day. 
Iii this article, with your permission, I would 
like lo say a few words in regard to the Kings­ 
ton schools. Having been associated with them 
almost live years, and all the while closely ob- 
serving Hie working of the system, I may lie 
able to give some useful information in regard 
to tile school*, and as no money during Hu- 
last three years lins been drawn from Hie 
treasury except upon-a draft druwn by me and 
bearing 
my signature, I ought to know 
“ where Hie money goes." 
it requires no argument to prove that grad­ 
ed schools are siqierior to those that are un­ 
graded. 
it must Is* apparent to eveiy one 
wlio has ain idea of business of any kind that 
st tem and clan-ideation are iiidis|H*n>atl\— 
Who would doubt the propriety and necessity 
of arranging.in Hie same class, children of tin* 
same average advancement ? or who does not 
know that a class of twenty-five or thirty pu­ 
pils of tile same grade can lie taught ut Hic 
Buine time with us much facility and with 
equal profit to each meinlier of tilt* class as if 
there were but two or three, or even one 7 It 
is a great saving of time, and time Is money. 
Iii farmer times, few it any classes were 
formed in Hie schools. 
Each scholar was a 
cl ess by himself, and then* were neirly as 
many different kinds of tex (.-books in the 
schools as there were different scholars, 
iii 
those good old days the big boys and girt 
ware accustomed to take up their studies 
where they plea-od, study as little or us much 
as they pleased, and whenever they becuna 
tired of u subject it wus considered mattered, 
and tile l*ook was laid aside. 
In this way Hit 
common brunches were soon disposed of, aud 
tile pupil wa * pix par 'd either for bad ie ss or 
to pass into the higher brunches. 
Much of the grumbling in regard to the 
slow progress nude by the graded system, 
when the pupils are required to go over and 
over the same thing till they understand it, 
conies from graduates of Uiose ancient iiistitu- 
wln re a few winters oui) were required 
to complete tile course. 
The principal complaint* in regard to grad­ 
ed schools are the frequent change of Lioks, 
ami the slow progress made by the children. 
Many people su p in e, or pretend to suppose, 
that at each promotion of a class to a higher 
gra lo th *re is a compte! * chan ge of text-book*. 
.some go so far as lo insist that th • graded 
system requires a constant change of liooks. 
and that by these changes the Superintendent 
und the Bourd of Education are undoubtedly 
making a great deal of money—nothing could 
be more absurd. 
The same reader or arith­ 
metic will answer the pupil while passing 
through (rom two to three grades, which wilt 
require on an average say two years. 
Then 
the books, whether worn out or not, are laid 
aside aud others of a higher grade, tint of tile 
Kame series, are taken. 
N ow adays in well 
arranged families when a boy has outgrown 
his inuits they are changed for a larger pair, 
bul wheu you und I were boys, I take you to 
tie a man of rome years you see, school Isxiks 
formed a part of the family estate, and were 
handed down from parents to children tile 
same us other |*ropcrty; ami it wa* not a very 
uncommon thing to see the son wearing the 
sayie coat that had served the father, or an 
older brother, “ for Sunday ’’ fifteen or twen­ 
ty years previous. 
School I looks require to lie graded as w ell 
as ne boo Is—-till i think Hie matter of grading 
in our text-liooks is carried to extremes.— 
There is nearly twice the number of iiooks in 
nock series t tat is necessary, witch umst of 
cour.-u add largely to the expense of sending 
children to Behoot. 
But while this it hard oil 
the pockets of parents ami guardians, it is 
excellent for book-make,* aud booksellers, 
and all trades you know uiu*t live. 
Slight disadvantages will Im* fouud In the 
graded si stem, hut much more formidable one* 
wilt be .seen when there* is no system al ali­ 
as was always the case before the graded 
system came into use. 
The wonder is, us in 
ail groat improvements, that people did not 
think of it before. 
Complaint is a1-si made that children aru 
kept tuck in graded school', waiting for their 
tardy companions—this is sometimes the case, 
bul not to Hie extent that people generally 
suppose. 
Children are frequently promoted 
la*fore the balance of the class is prepared, 
being examined privately by the Superintend 
eat. 
As regards exjicnse, those schools are 
cliea|M*st where the greatest proficiency is ma Ie. 
Classification and arrangement enable the 
teacher to concentrate Ids efforts—lie will not 
ouly do more work in the same space of time 
but be will do it (letter. 
Increased expend! 
lure and excessive taxation iii tbe Kingston 
School District do not arise necessarily from 
the graded system. 
Tho teachers, •specially 
the principal*, receive but a very moderate 
salary, utmut two thirds of the amount that 
Corn po Unit male reachers ought to receive; 
and the repairs and supplies generally have 
uot been in excess—|K>or furniture, cold and 
unventilated tcliool-ruonis, in fuel shabby ac­ 
commodations of every kind have heretofore 
been furnished iii tbe Kingston schools. 
Most of our school buildings are poorly con­ 
structed, old aud dilapidated —Hie roofs gen­ 
erally leak, and when the Hummer vacation 
conies around, considerable repairing is nee I- 
ed. 
Tile leaks iii the roofs have caused sun­ 
dry patches of plaster to loosen und fall off, 
more or less of tbe old rickety furniture bas 
tumbled down, and must be patched up as 
well IU tbe broken walls, aud atter that conies 
the (deaning, white-washing and panging.— 
Tile season of vacation is generally a dull 
time of the year for mechanics, und they eau 
attend to tne-e little odd jobs as well us not. 
First conies the repairing of the slate roofs; 
aud as there arc no slaters iii Kingston, we 
naut se id lo Rondout or l’o’kecpa.e for otic 
A slater is employed, ami he comes on aud 
saunters around the buildings a day or two, 
uses perhaps a wheel-barrow load of tile, goes 
home aud scuds in his bill for an am unit suf­ 
ficient to cover all the tde lie bas furnished 
with greenback*, 
if the roof is tin and be­ 
comes leaky, Uiere is one advantage—we do 
not have to go so far for a person to repair it. 
In either case, however, we consider ourselves 
lucky if the roof does not leak worse after re­ 
pairing than before. 
Ana then comes the mason work, which is 
ten times as extensive us repairing the roofs, 
for Hie masons, instead of corning Iroin abrood, 
all reside in Kingston,are mostly all employed 
by one mail, ami they can spend a little time 
around the school buildings very conveniently, 
lu tbe first place the oldest und most experi­ 
enced of the masons are chosen—lh ere tiiat 
ore used to the jobbing busine-*, ana cspeci il­ 
ly such us are familiar with “nursing .f job," 
I believe they call it; Hie idea is, oi mukmg a 
job boid out long enough to ••uiul.e it pay.” 
T hoe experienced workmen will straighten up 
the chimneys, point up the brick-wore, and 
repair twice as much plaster as was broken 
when they commenced, and do it all very ific.*- 
|y—but then the Ume it requires I they . lw iys 
work by Hie day I ut four dollurs a day I One 
iii (Kissing around befire tho commencement 
of the work would say that two masons aud a 
helper would finish all up iu four days, but os 


it turns out it requires from six to eight weeks 
to do Hie work as It ought to lie done. 
The 
workmen on these john, Mr. Editor, never get 
sunstruck,—that la one good thing. 
You can 
judge somewhat in regard to the amount of 
the mason's bill; but you must not forget to 
multiply the amount of the lalior by 2, on ac­ 
count of cartage ami material. The carpenter 
work is not so expensive, but there isone diffi­ 
culty about their work. It sometimes happens 
that when a bill of considerable amount comes 
in we look iiliout to siw what th ey have done, 
nnd how they have done it, und we are puzzled 
to find out whore they have iieen at work! 
And then the painting and whitening I from 
this ex|>eiiM.* tho tax payers would no doubt 
like to be delivered. 
But then, gentlemen, it’H 
of no use to whine about it; lf you wish to lie 
rid of these leeches who fatten on your sub­ 
stance aud drain the school treasury, put up 
good substantial nchool-houses, make them of 
cast-iron, lf )K>s*ible, so there shall be no 
mason-work to repair and then pay tho bill 
arid have done with it. 
If yon will not do it 
for the good of posterity and your city, do it 
in self-defense, 
if tho tax-paycrs would be 
wise they inuit elect men lo be member* of the 
Board of Education who ahull be practical and 
honest; and, if possible, intelligent; men who 
are iii no wuy connect"! with boss mechanics, 
and wlio have no axes of their ow n to grind, 
and then let the Board 1ms sustained In pro­ 
viding good school building* and comfortable 
accommodations for nil our children. This will 
pay, let the expense be what it will. 
Then I would suggest iv* another most im­ 
portant improvement that tho office of Super­ 
intendent be abolished, as it is not only un­ 
necessary, but positively detrimental; mid that 
a competent and experienced male principal 
Im* employed at a lilierul salary, w ho shall have 
sole charge and Im* held accountable, In a large 
measure, for the success of the entire school. 
I would employ no teachers because they liap- 
jm*ii to live in Kingston and want or need a 
situation, but such aud only such as meet 
with success in this most inqiorttint work—let 
them bail from where they may. 
Let all the 
examinations and promotions lie m ule by the 
principals and their assistant*, and hold them 
responsible for results 
As it is, nearly all 
responsibility is taken off from tim principals, 
and too much from the assistant tembers, and 
laid upon the Su|>erintendent; und if lie was 
able to do the work of three good men the 
result would not. be us satisfactory a* with the 
arrangement above referred to. 
Some of the member* of the Board have 
tin idea that without a Superintendent their 
duties will Im increased—this is a mistake. 
No Superintendent I* employed, except the 
principals, la Albany, Troy, IVkeep-ic, aud 
many other cities much I irger than Kingston, 
where their schools are conducted in an able 
aud satisfactory manner. Tile r-ujierinteQdent 
system his t*s*n tried here thoroughly, and 
has not met with the desired success, and I 
think it will Im: eminently wise und proper to 
try some other way. 
A word In regard to promotion* into the 
Academy, und then I am done. 
For years 
past, as nearly a* I can ascertain, not one 
good thorough scholar has Imh ii turned out of 
this institution. 
The Board of Education have 
given tip the school entirely to the principal, 
and lie, I refer more eqiecially to the former 
principal, has made it a fashionable school.— 
The children are taken from the preparatory 
schools lK*fore they have nearly completed Hie 
preparatory studies, and put into the difficult 
studies of the academic course. 
The result is 
many become either disheartened or disgusted 
—they are unable to cope profitably with the 
didicullies of the situation, and if they gradu­ 
ate at nil it is with u poorer knowledge of the 
common branches than they had when they 
en’ered the institution, und wlHi only a sm at­ 
tering of the higher branches. 
Now I ask 
you, Mr. Editor, if it could reasonably be ex­ 
is te d that even tbe graduate* of Ibis school, 
and they are few, should be prepared for 
teacher* or even for business ? Tin* state of 
thing* has existed a long time—the principal 
of the Academy ha* had everything his own 
way; the reputation of lite institution h a s te n 
made to rest upon a false basis, namely: num­ 
ber of students instead of thorough scholar­ 
ship, and now tbe Board of Education und 


im sue other very sensible |w*ople, won ier what 
u» the molter of the Ki»<j*ton Antdom y. 
It is 
well to let teachers and scholar* have their 
own way just a* long as their way is right, and 
no longer. 
My conclusion is, and it has lint 
been formed hastily, that no pupil should be 
admitted to the Academy front tbe Kingston 
schools who « .n o t pas* the Regent*' Exami­ 
nation; that (ne course of study should Is* cs 
sent lady modified, so that the Natural Science 
shall receive more attention und the "Dead 
Language-’’ k-.ss; that there should be a coin- 
|M'teut committee u p d a te d to look after the 
school, to ms- that it is thoroughly and proper* 
ly conducted; that the principal and assistant 
teachers should Im* required to conform to the 
Rules und Regulation*, und that n*|>ort should 
Im* made monthly to the Board of Education, 
giving the condition of the scho:l—the num­ 
ber und attendance of pupil*, attendance of 
teachers, Ac, 
The be«t of teachers require to 
Im* looked after a little. 
And finally I would 
suggest that it would be healthful to the insti­ 
tution to h ive a little less fashionable parade 
among the students, und a good deal more 
diligent, painstaking study. 
“ There is no ex­ 
cellence without great labor." 
Now, Mr. Editor, I must tM*g your pardon 
for spinning tins communication out to such 
great length. 
I know you like short and 
(minted article*. 
I have endeavored to make 
several point* in tiffs article, and I hope they 
are neither so lino that they cannot be seen, 
nor so blunt as to produce no sensation. 
I 
have endeavored not to Im? personal—have 
not, I think, sud or implied anything unkind 
or disreqiectful against any member of our 
Board. 
This is a* I wish to have it, for I arn 
under great obligations to tbe Kingston Board 
of Education for their consideration and kind­ 
ness.
